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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to Applicant's arguments, Altman does 
disclose laminin or fibrin that is sufficient thickness to allow for colonization by a cell. Applicant discloses in paragraph 0027 that their 
matrix is equivalent to a network of materials such as laminin or fibronectin. Applicant has not disclosed a specific thickness that is 
sufficient for colonization of cells therefore it is inherent that the matrix of Altman is capable of performing the function as claimed by the 
Applicant. Altman also disclose that the matrix undergoes a dehydration or lyophilization process before implantation. Altman specifically 
discloses a "dehydrothermal" process that includes dehydration (5:1-10). The Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
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
